This probably is the sub- 
marine which the Turks thought they 
had sunk, but which apparently suc- 
ceeded in getting back through the 
mine-strewn passage.

New York Times: To President Wilson's communication addressed through the Secretary of 

State to the German government, every Amorican citizen would be willing to fix his signature in approval of 
its firm but temperate tone and the indisputable justice of its representations and demands. 

It is the great diplomatic achievement of the note that puts upon Germany the clicice not only of what 


to follow. 


All depends upon Germany. If she makes the disavowals and gives the assurances the President de- 
mands we shall all rejoice that she stands by her own traditions and by “those rules of fairness, reason, 
justice and honesty which all modern nations regard as imperative.” 
Once the President with the full sanction and approval of the American people had 
decided to appeal to the German government and not to arms, the exact character of his mission was defined. 

As to the German government and the German people, there can be no American who does not honestly 
and earnestly trust that the way the President has opened for them will be followed. Deep as is 
nation-wide as is our indignation, not yet do Americans desire to make war and not from mere fre to 
avenge our murdered fellow citizens are we anxious to take up arms again. But there could be no more fatal 
error than that of mistaking our temper, our purpose, our long history. 

The President's note to Germany on the Falaba, Cushing, Gulflight and Lusitania out- 
rages loses nothing for the entire temperance of the language in which it {is couched.

“The sinking of the British passen- 
ger steamer Falaba by a German sub- 
marine on March 28, through which 
Leon C. Thresher, an American citi- 
zen, was drowned; the attack on April 
28, on the American vessel Cushing 
by a German aeroplane; the torpedo- 
ing on May 1 of.the American vessel 
Guifight by a German submarine, as 
a result of which two or more Ameri- 
can citizena met their death; and, 
finally, the torpedoing and sinking of 
the steamship Lusitania constitute a 
series Of events which the government 
of the United States has observed with 
growing concern, distress and amaze- 
ment, 

“Recalling the humane and eén- 
lightened attitude hitherto assumed 
by the imperial German government | 
in matters of International right. and 
particularly with regard to the free- 
dom of the seas; having learned to 
recognize the German views and the 
German influence tn the field of in- 
ternational obligation as always en- 
gaged upen the side of justice and 
humanity, and having understood the 
instructions of the imperial German 
government to its naval commanders 
to be upon the same plane of humane 
action prescribed by the naval codes 
of other nations, the government of 
the United States was loath to be- 
lieve—it cannot now bring itself to 
believe—that these acts, #0 absolutely 
contrary to the rules, the practices 
and the epirit of modern warfare, 
could have the countenance or Sanc- 
tion of that great government.

boats. These facta, it is understood, the 
imperial German government frankly 
admit. We are informed that in the 
instances of which we have spoken 
time enough for even that poor meas- 
ure of safety was not given, and in at 
least two of the cases cited not so 
much as a warning was received. 
Manifestly submarines cannot be used 
against merchantmen,’ as the last few 
weeks have shown, without an inevi- 
table violation of many sacred prin- 
ciples of justice and ‘humanity.

Features of the business sessions 
held today were the report of the na- 
tional president, Mrs. Frederic Schoff, 
and addresses by several prominent 
visitors. 

A plea for world peace was voiced 
in all the reports of officers and the 


jaccomplishment of much child welfare 


work was shown. 

APPLAUD PLEACE SENTIMENT. 
During the reading of her annual 
report by the president every refer- 
ence to the need of peace was ap- 


|plauded enthusiastically. The need for 
further organization to look after the 


orphan children of the world was em- 
phasized by Mrs. Schof. She said 
in part: 

“Never in the world’s history have 
the claims of childhood taken se great 
a hold on the hearts of the people as 
today. With the largest nations of 
the world engaged in a dGesperate 
struggie, killing daily thousands of ac- 
tud] and possibile fathers, leaving hun- 
dreds of thousands of children to grow 
up without guidance and care of «a 
father, leaving mothers burdened by 
sorrow and want and conditions 
more terrible than can be descri bed— 
the hearts of American mojhers are 
touched with a sympathy that has 
shown by deeds how heartfelt it is. 
And in giving the material help. the 
mother heart of America has recog- 
nized no antagonism of race or nature, 
but has eagerly. generously met the 
needs of mothers and children without 
Gistinction or difference. 

“Soarcely a week has passed that 
requests have not been received to 
unite with some movement to bring 
about peace The executive board in- 
structed the -evecretary to write to 
President Wileo. expressing confidence 
that at the earlix moment possible 
he will uee the influ. ¢ of the United 
States to mediate, and aid in adjust- 
ing the differences. The board took 
this course in the belief that it is the 
function of the government to do this 
and thet it is the desire of the govern- 
ment to de it, and that the President 
has inside information and 
when mediation is feasible. Mean- 
time, the many movements to promote 
peace are assurances of universal de- 
sire for it.” 

CAUSES OF WAR. 


The “principles which lle at the 
foundation of world peace” were out- 
lined tn the report as follows: 

“Love to God and love of neighbor 
must become the animating force 
of governments as well as citizens. 
“Greed for more territory, power, 
love of rule, personal and national 
aggrandizement are the underlying 
causes of war. Too 
vested in a few who are not account- 
able to the people has been a con- 
tributing cause. 

“The leasons of the war that should 
sink inte the hearts of fathers and 
mothers and teachers are the need 
for teaching children the Golden 
Rule as applied to life. 

“Another lesson is to resist per- 
sistently every effort to bring militar- 
lem into the United States.” 

The report decried bills presented in 
several legislatures to make military 
training compulsory for school boys. 
These measures were characterized as 
“sowing the seeds of war” and Mrs. 
Bchoff added: 
“With all the of organized 
motherhood, th fll-considered ef-

RUSSIANS TAKE 
MANY PRISONERS. 


ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. 
PETROGRAD, May 13 (via Lon- 
don.)—The following official state- 


ment from general headquarters was 
issued tonight: 

“On Tuesday night the enemy be- 
gan an offensive with large forces in 
the region of Shavii, in an attempt to 
retain this road center. During the 
night, we successfully repulsed five 
attacks and the following morning, 
by an energetic stroke we defeated 
outflanking column, cap- 
turing several hundred prisoners and 
five guns. The fighting continues. 
“On the Dubica River on the same 
day we captured a hostile position 
near Eyragola (or Jatragolah) thirty 
miles northwest of Kovno. On the 
left bank of the Niemen there has 
been no change. 

“On the right bank of the Orzyo 
our trench mortars bombarded the 
enemy's trenches with great success. 
“In Western Galicia the intensity 
of the fighting decreased on a con- 
siderable part of the front during 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 

“Our offensive on the right bank 
of the Dneister is meeting with con- 
tinued success. The enemy on Tues- 
day made several fruitless counter-at- 
tacks to relieve his center which was 
retiring in disorder on the Dneister to- 
ward the Obertyn-Horondenka  tline 
(these towns are in the extreme east 
of Galicia. Obertyn is almost north 
and Horondenka is northeast of Kolo- 
mea.) 

“In this operation the Austrian units 
which led the offensive were repulsed 
near Chociriers, northwest of Obertyn, 
with heavy losses. Our artillery an- 
nihilated two entire battalions, and a 
third suffered severely. 

“Near Horondenka the enemy gave 
way about 7 o'clock tn the evening of 
the same day and began a disorderly 
retreat. We captured several thou- 
sand additional prisoners, a number 
of guns and about fifty ammunition 
caissons.”’

PURE FOOD LAW. 


Legislation for Each State 
Urged by the Grocers. 


Cincinnati or New Orleans 
Get Next Convention. 


Three Officers are Newinated 
Without Oppusition. 


(SY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 
SAN FRANCISCO. May 13.—Nom- 
inations of Cincinnati and New Or- 
leans as convention cities and of a full 
list of officers were made at the ses- 
Sion today of the Retail Grocers’ As- 
sociation. The election will be held 
tomorrow. Three officers were nom- 
inated without opposition. They were: 
President, Frank B&B. Connolly, San

CH INA REPLIES 
TO ULTIMATUM 


Declares Action of Japanese 
Unexpectedly Drastic. 


Sending Army to Shantung 


Peking Explains Experience 
in Leasing of Territory. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 
PEKING, May 13 (via London.)— 
The Chinese government has issued 
“a frank and plain statement” con- 
nected with “the drastic action of 
Japan” in presenting its ultimatum 
on May 7. 

Contending that China aimed at the 
consolidation of the friendship exist- 
ing between China and Japan and was 
particularly solicitous for the pres- 


ervation of peace in the Far East, the 
statement says: 

“Unexpectedly on January 18 Japan 
adopted the unusual course of present- 
ing a list of twenty-one momentous 
demands arranged in five groups. The 
first four groups were each introduced 
by a preamble, but there was no ex- 
planation to the fifth group. Respect- 
ing the character of the demands in 
this group, however, no difference was 
indicated in the document between 
them and those embodied in the pre- 
ceding groups. 

“Although there was no cause for 
such a demarche, the Chinese govern- 
ment, in deference to the wishes of 
the Japanese government, immediately 
agreed to open negotiations on those 
articles which it was possible for 
China to consider. Despite the pal- 
pableness of the whole of the de- 
mands, being intended to extend the 
rights and interests of Japan without 
securing a quid pro quo of any kind 
for China, China approached the 


pending conferences in a spirit of the 
de- 


utmost ‘friendliness and with 


termination to deal with all questions 
frankly and sincerely.” 
COMPLAINT OF CHINA. 

The document complains about the 
questions raised by Japan ase to the 
formation and procedure of the con- 
ferences and about Japan's refusal to 
agree to sign the minutes of the con- 
ferences and the suspensions of meet- 
ings, obviously with the object of com- 
pelling compliance with the views of 
the Japanese Minister. 

Even when Japan dispatched large 
bodies of troops to Chantung 
province and Manchuria, with the 
ostensible purpose of relieving the 
garrisons, it is pointed out China, al- 
though the action caused indignation 
and alarm on the part of the Chinese 
people, exerted its influence to pre- 
vert a rupture of the negotiations. 

“Throughout the conference,” says 
the statement, “the Chinese govern- | 
ment steadfastly strove to arrive at: 
an amicable settlement and made 
every concession possible. Of the 
twenty-one demands submitted, China 
agreed to fifteen, some in principle, 
some textually, six of them being 
initialed by both parties.” 

There is then set out at great 
length the demands to which China 
agreed. At the first conference she 
accepted in principle the demand that 
she assent to the transfer of Ger- 
man rights In Santung to Japan, but 
wished to add a clause that the mat- 
ter should be left to a discussion of 
all the parties interested at a peace 
conference and that Japan should 
agree to restore the leased property to 
China. This, it is contended, was not 
a demand on Japan, but a reiteration 
of Japan's statement made in an ulti- 
matum to Germany last August. 

LOSS INDEMNIFICATION. 


China also asked for the assumption 
by Japan of the responsibility for in- 
demnification for losses arising from 
the military operations; that the cus- 
toms, telegraphs and postoffices 
should be continued to.be adminis- 
tered as heretofore, and that the mili- 
tary railways and telegraphs installed 
by Japan should be removed forth- 
with; that the Japanese troops outside 
the leased territory should be with- 
drawn and that those within should 
he recalled when Kiao-Chow was re- 
turned to China. 

Other demands agreed, to by China 
were: That she should not cede or 
lease to any third power any terri- 
tory inland or island on the sea bor- 
der of Shantung; that Japan should 
be given preference, provided Ger- 
many abandoned her privilege of sup-

The aims for which Germany and 
Austria-Hungary are fighting. the 
Count thought, were already gained. 
for it would be many years before 
any power or group of powers would 
venture to attack them again. 


THE AMERICAN FEELING. 


Talking of the sale of American 
munitions of war to the enemies of the 
Teutonic allies, the Count said: 

“Sentiment in Austria-Hungary ts 
not so intensely anti-American on this 
account as in Germany, but we feel 
that the war would soon be over if 
the United States would stop supply- 
ing artillery and ammunition to Kus- 
sia. At the beginning of the war Rus- 
sia had an immense superiority in ar- 
tillery and great supplies of ammun!- 
tion for it. Now she has lest so many 
cannon and has fired away so much 
ammunition that she is barely able to 
hold her own, and we fee! that with- 
out help from America this would be 
impossible for het 

“We realize that formal right may 
be on the side of the United States in 
this question, but it is hard to talk 
of formal! right to some one whose son. 
father or brother has been killed by 
an American bullet.”

“No disaster, however appalling, no 
crime, however revolting, justifies the

Huntington Lodge, 7000 feet above 
Fresno in the High Sierras, and the 
rustic hotel will be completed In time 
for opening on the Fourth ef July. 
H. M. Nickerson, winter manager 
of the Hotel Huntington at Pasadena, 
is at Lake Huntington in the moun- 
tains, and wil] superintend the con- 
struction of the hotel. The building 
will cost in the neighborhood of $30,- 
000, and is being financed by the 
Huntington tnterests in Los Angeles. 
The site for the hotel is four miles 
above Big Creek, where the electric 
power is generated for the city of Los 
Angeles. The plans call for a two- 
story frame structure of rustic design, 
the dimensions of which are 104x81 
feet. The building will contain a 
two sleeping rooms and will have h 
and cold water. An unusual feature 
is that it will be electrically heated. 
The roof will be of shingles and the 
siding of rough shakes, 


The main part of the lower floor 
rt be taken up with a living-room. 
A huge stone fireplace is to be con- 
structed at one side of the building, 
and two rustic stairways will lead 
from the living-room to the bed 
chambers on the second floor. 

Huntington Lodge is the first unit 
of what eventually is to be a big 
string of summer and winter resorts 
in this section of California. No addi- 
tions will be made to the hotel for 
at least one or two seasons, but log 
huts for camping purposes will be 
grouped about the main building. 

All sorts of summer sporte will be 
provided. Huntington Lake last year 
was stocked with Loch Leven trout, 
and is now one of the finest fishing 
grounds in the State. Boats will be 
provided by the hotel management 
and croquet end tennis courts will be 
instalied.

Member of the Jury that Made as 
Yet Unannounced Awards for the 
Schools Piants of All Nations at 
San Francisco Fair Here—He 
Does not Tell Who Won, but ——. 


Praise for the educational exhibits 
of the South American cotintries at 
the Panama-Pacific International Ex- 


Dr. William F. Slocum, president of 
the Carnegie Foundation for the Ad- 
vancement of Teaching and one of the 
exposition’s board of educational 
awards. 

“Argentina sent one of the finest 


A. exhibits that I have ever*seen,” said 


Dr. Slocum, who was here en route 
from San Frantisco to his home at 
Colorado Springs. “All the South 
American countries, for that matter, 
sent fine exhibits. They have evident- 
ly, made most magnificent strides in 
educational work in Latin America. 

“Yes, we have made our awards,” 
he continued, “and they will probably 
be announced shortly by the manage- 
ment of the exposition.

from serious injuries about her face 
and body and Fred Bergiaud, 22 years 
old, ia dead as the result of a boller 
explosion in the basement of the 
Buckingham Apartments, shortly be- 
fore 6 o'clock last night.

Woman Killed by Blows of 
Hammer on Head. 


Missing Husband Sought as 
Probable Slayer. 


They Quarreled Continually 
About “Going Back.” 


Ellen Orr, 60 years old, and 
her husband, E. P. Orr, 65 years old, 
were in the kitchen of their lit- 
tle home at No. 959 Esperanza street.

Tt was such an old fuss that she didn’t

go. Every day for six months, the 
subject had been introduced, every 
time the wife demurred, the husband 
insisted, and hot words left the issue 
unsettled. Recause they couldn't come

Came to ah agreement on nothing. 

Tf the porridge in the morning was 
cold, the Oklahoma issue was raised 

“ore the porridge was eaten. If a 
carrel war to be beaten, a debate 
opened wifich evolved into the old 
dispute before the carpet was taken 
from the floor. 

“Oki#boma! Oklahoma! You drive 
me mad with your talking about Okla- 
homa!” geld the wife, exasperated be- 
yond control. 

From the time they married forty 
years ago, they lived on farms until! 
they came to Los Angeles, about two 
years agro, where five of their children 
Were living. For more than twenty 
years. they lived near Nevada, Mo., 
and then moved to Venita, Okla., com- 
ing from there to Los Angeles.

[Wall Street Journal:} London, the 
goal of conquest of which the captain 


of every Zeppelin, every U boat and 
every other Teuton, has set his heart 
and eyes, is truly the hub of an em- 
pire whose center for its very bigness 
never ceases to attract the attention 
of the lover of numbers. But which 
of the five or more Londons dp you 
mean? That inner London, which 
has one of the oldest courts of law in 
the world, is the city of London, 
whase population is diminishing. It 
has ~ now less than 20,000 people. 
Outside of it ts ecclesiastical London, 
dioceran London, se to speak, over 
which the bishop rules. Then comes 
the county of London, which has 
4,521,685 people in it against the to- 
tal of 3,811,827 persons in the bishop- 
ric. In the next outer limit, the

tethered at Charing Cross. But out 


and beyond that lie those rapidly- 
growing suburban unite whose loca- 
tion the inner London has not only 
overtaken, but is‘helping to fll up 
with astonishing rapidity.

These acts are declared to be inde- 
fensible under international law. The 
United States points out that it never 
admitted Germany's right to do them, 
and warned the imperial government 
that it would be held to a “strict ac- 
countability” for attacks on American 
vessels or lives. A strict accounting, 
therefore, is now asked from Germany. 

The usna! financial reparation will be 
sought, although Germany is in effect 
reminded that no reparation can restore 
the lives of those sacrificed in the sink- 

‘ Ing of the Lusitania and other ships. 

Expressions of regret may comply 
with the legal precedents, but they are 
valueless unless accompanied by a ces- 
sation of the practices lives 
of noncombatants. 

The right of neutrals to travel any 
point of the high seas on neutral or 
belligerent merchantmen is asserted. 

In the name of humanity and interna- 
tional law the United States demands a 
guarantee that these rights will be re- 
spected and that there be no repetition 
of the attacks on merchantmen carrying 
noncombatants. 

It is apparent that. the feeling and atti- 
tude of the President and his advisers is 
conciliatory. That is the state of mind of 
the country. It is full of syripathy for Ger- 
many’s difficulties and fully appreciates the 
validity of some of the German contentions. 
But America cannot recede from the doc- 
trine that two wrongs do not make a right; 
America will not fajl to insist on the rights 
of neutrals to traverse the high seas; Amer- 
ica will insist to the last there be no more 
murderous attacks on merchantmen carry- 
ing noncombatants, women and children; 
America will be satisfied with nothing less 
than these absolute assurances from Ger 
many. 


HE DAW OF THE LUSITANIA CASE. 

It is claimed by German authority that 
Great Britain was the original offender 
against the law of nations when she cap- 
tured cargoes of provisions on neutral ves- 
sels which were consigned to German ports. 

Generally, provisions are not contraband 
of war. “They may become so in circum- 
stances arising out of the particular situa- 
| tion of the war or on account of their des- 
tination, and they will be treated as such 
if, In the course of transportation to the 
army or navy of the enemy or to its ports 
of naval or military equipment, uniess they 
are the product of the neutral country to 
which the vesse) belongs.” 

This is the rule laid down by both the 
English and American courts (4 C. Rob. 68; 
1 C. Rob. 189; 1 Wheat. U. 8. 304; 2 Gall. 
U. 8. 325.) 

In the latter part of the eighteenth cen- 
tury England asserted the right to seize 
all vessels laden with provisions bound to 
a French port, upon the ground that there 
was a prospect of reducing the enemy by 
famine. One hundred years later Great 
Britain took a different position, and in 
1885 objected strongly to the action of 
France in declaring during her hostilities 
with China that “shipments of rice for any 
port north of Canton weré to be considered 
contraband. Great Britain then contended 
that, though provisions may in particular 
circumstances acquire a contraband charac- 
ter, they cannot in general be so treated” 
(Wharton's Dig. Int. Law, Sec. 370.) 

The “particular circumstances” which 
Great Britain claimed would justify her in 
seizing cargoes of wheat on American ships 
| bound for German ports was the fact that 
Germany-—for the purpose of preventing 
| gpeculation in grain and to provide for its

The destruction of 
property is also forbidden unless some mili- 
tary end is thereby subserved, and it can- 
not gen y be justified on the ground 
that the y will be thereby impelled to 
cease resiatance (Hall on Int.

. 184-186.) 

e Lusitania was a merchant ship owned 
by the Cunard company and insured for 
five millions .of dollars. Her destruction 
was a loss to the insurance companies and 
to the Cunard company, but did not inflict 
injury on the British cgovernment except in 
so far as it deprived it of the ammunition 
on board, and this result might have been 
achieved by capturing or sinking ber after 
removing the passengers and crew. 

She carried no soldiers and no reservists. 
Her passengers were women, children and 
male noncombatants, among whom were 
over 100 Americans. There is little doubt 
that by means of the wireless all these 
facts were made known to the German gov- 
ernment, which ordered her destruction by 
a submarine, for it is Inconcelivable that 
the commander of the undersea assassinat- 
ing boat would have taken the responsi- 
bility of committing such a cowardly and 
brutal murder of more than 1000 unresist- 
ing, unoffending human beings unless he 
hed received previous direction from his 
government or was sure of its subsequent 


approval.

POPULAR CONTROL OF FOREIGN 
POLICY. 


[CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES) 
BY ROLAND G. USHER, 


Washington University. 
ERHAPS the commonest proposition 
advanced for the prevention of war in 
the future and for the final settlement 


of this present struggle is the popular con- 
trol of foreign policy by a vote at the polls 
on questions involving war or peace. This 
means that such questions are to be dis- 
cussed publicly, that secrecy is to be exor- 
cised, and that the control of policy by the 
central government is no longer to be ab 
solute. It is clear that these propositions 
strike at the root of the difficulty and, if ac 
cepted and operative, will eliminate the 
method by which war and peace have al- 
ways been made. They will destroy the 
machinery. They will make impossible a 
secret decision to act or a war except as & 
result of general public discussion. In oth- 
er words, if war has been caused by the 
governments rather than by the people and 
has been made possible by secrecy and by 
the centralization of authority, popular con- 
trol will tend to destroy war. 

We have still ta ask whether the new 
expedient wil! be better than the old and, if 
not capable of the same abuse, be free from 
dangers quite as desirable to avoid. The 
proof of the proposition that war is wrong 
does not necessarily demonstmte the expe 
diency of any given solution for its aboli- 
tion. 

The reason advanced in support of the 
present secrecy maintained by all nations 
in their foreign relations has been the ne- 
cessity of preventing other nations from 
knowing one’s plans beforehand. To take 
the whole nation into the confidence of the 
government is tantamount to informing the 
whole world of the dangers, the weak- 
nesses, the strength and ambitions of any 
pation. If any othe? nation does cherish 
enmity, this information gives it an enor- 
mous advantage, makes possible a sudden 
attack at an inconvenient moment without 
incurring equal danger of sudden aggres- 
sion. 

To be sure, if all nations honestly laid 
the cards on the table they would all ex- 
perience the same disadvantage; but there 
never has been nor ever will be any com- 
plete guarantee that the cards whieh @ na- 
tion lays upon the table are all it has. in- 
deed, for some centuries the nations have 
ostensibly laid the cards upon the table, 
and experience has shown that they are 
usually the wrong cards. To play the game 
therefore honestly and openly has been to 
place any particular nation at a grave dis- 
advantage and much to increase the 

of aggression and surprise. 


control of foreign policy, peace and war in 
the hands of the people at jJarge increases 
the risk of aggression from other nations 
and multiplies the possibilities of defeat. 
Yet. secrets well kept as a protection 
against the enemy unavoidably make it pos 
sible for a few statesmen to mold the issues 
and produce an aggressive war into which 
the nation can be plunged before the ma- 
jority of the people are aware of it. 

The dilemma is an old one; either the risk 
of assault at the most tnconvenient moment 
from foreign nations or the chance that 
one’s own statesmen wil! unnecessarily de- 


icy without bearing fully in mind its possi- 
ble consequences’? The popular control of 


foreign policy requires conditions which can 
only be expedient when we are certain that 
no other nation will take an unfair advan- 


tage of us.

The Late Charlies E. Littlefield. 

HYNES, May 12.—[To the Editor 
of The Times:] The sad death of the 
late Hon. Charles FE. Littlefield of New 
York City, formerly of Maine, removes 
from earth a great lawyer and a 
stanch Republican, who while in 
Congress for nine years was one of the 
most brilliant and conspicuous of its 
members. As a former Maine man I 
was intimately acquainted and closely 
associated with him in the public life 
of that State for years, and the news 
of his untimely death brings sorrow 
and sadness to my heart. With the 
exception of Gen. Neal Dow, he was 
the ablest defender of prohibition in 
Maine and that grand old State owes 
him a debt of gratitude for his firm 
and decided stand upon this great 
question. He not only became distin- 
guished in the battles for prohibition 
in his home State, but also in Con- 
gress, where he took a prominent 
part in all the fights to promote pro- 
hibition legislation. 

In 1889 he was first elected to Con- 
gress to fill out the unexpired term of 
Hon. Nelson Dingley, author of the 
Dingley tariff. He was a strong ad- 
vocate of protection to our American 
industries, yet never favored unrea- 
sonably high tariff’ duties. Unlike 
Dingley, however, who was no orator, 
Littlefield was one of the most elo- 
quent speakers in the country and a 
very dangerous antagonist in debate 
on the floor of Congress. 

“Our Charley,” as we used to love 
to call him in Maine, was a pure and 
honest statesman; in fact, like ex- 
Speaker Reed, another of Maine's 
great sons, he grew so poor in public 
life he withdrew from Congress in 
1908 and became a star in the legal 
profession in our nation’s metropolis, 
I last met him in 1905 at the world’s 
seasion of the order of Good Templars 
in Belfast, Ireland. Among all the 
eminent temperance orators at that 
world’s session “Littlefield of Maine” 
was easily the favorite. Never shall 
I forget the wonderful ovation he re- 
ceived at a great mass meeting in con- 
nection with this session. I can see 
him now as he looked then. Distin- 
guished in appearance, with graceful 
and winsome manners, he stood be- 
fore that immense audience and mar- 
shaled arguments and pathos, humor 
and facts, sarcasm and illustrations 
into phalanx solid for prohibition, till 
the great operahouse shook with thun- 


ders of applause. .

Balked in their attempt to gain the 
holdings by a contest that would cost 
nothing but the fees involved, Job 
Harriman and his associates cf the 
Mescal Land and Water Company are 
understood to have made a contract 
with Lewis C. Tilahman to purchase 
at the stipulated sum of $50,000 the 
lands owned by Mr. Tilghman, locat- 
ed about twenty miles east of Palm- 
dale.
